Hunters Report Mpre_ 
Pheasants This ifear 



Reports from Illinois hunters 
have shown that this year we have 
had more pheasants in our state 
than for many years. The depart- 
ment distributed more than 100,000 
pheasants during the summer and 
early fall and the four public shoot- 
ing arCas for upland game have 
also been operating at capacity dur- 
ing the pheasant season. 

The daily bag limit on pheasants 
is two male birds and the possession 
limit four. Birds, legally possessed, 
may be kept "until consumed" un- 
der Illinois regulations. 

The migratory waterfowl picture 
for the state has varied -with the 
weather. Early reports were good, 
in spite of .^mild conditions in most 
sections of the state. Later water- 
fowl hunters reported only fair bags 
although duclcs were numerous. Too 
many long range ^shooters was the 
common complaint. The recent cold 
snap has again brought flights of 
ducks in to the Mississippi and Illi- 
nois river bottoms and hunting 
prospects look betted for the next 
few days of the migratory water- 
fowl season. ■> • '-v 
Fishing 

The . Fisheries Division has re- 
leased 10,000 fingcrling small 
mouth bas^ in Northern Illinois 
streams with another 40,000 sche- 
duled to be released during the next 
few days. The fisheries division has 
been operating a liatcliery program 
designed to increase the bass popu- 
lations of all Illinois waters and 
fishermen may expect to reap the 
benefits' of this long range program 
during the next few years.

In a recent speech, L. P. Shield, president of 
Grand Union Company, traced the development of 
chain stores, and said that chains, in hitching moss 
distribution to mass production, "have made one of 
history's great contributions to our economic system." 

In the past 15 years the country has witnessed 
some especially fine examples of chain store service. 
During the depression, for instance, the chains made 
particular effort to move surplus or "distressed" 
foods, and the economic value of this to the American 
farmer was tremendous. During the war, the chains 
were leaders in cooperating with the government in 
the difficult worlc of keeping prices to legal levels, 
fighting black markets, and distributing goods in an 
orderly fashion in a time of scarcity.And since the 
war, the chains have been at the forefront in the 
battle to keep prices from running completely out of 
sight, and to market goods at a minimum cost and 
profit. 

The value of chain merchandising has not been 
confined to such work as this. Other kinds of stores, 
faced with chain competition, had to keep up with the 
march of progress or fall by the wayside. The in- 
dependents adopted many chain policies, and came 
up with new and attractive innovations of their own. 
They have held their share of the business, and are 
giving the chains plenty of tough competition. Thus, 
every phase of merchandising has been influenced 
for the better. 

A mass production economy must have mass 
distribution to move the goods. American retailing 
has no equal in the world.

Protecting The Food Supply 

Country Gentleman recently published an 
editorial dealing with one of the most important yet 
least understood problems confronting the American 
people. The theme of it is found in its title and sub- 



title: "America's advantage must be maintained. 
Only by protecting our sources of abundant food can 
we continue to lead the world." 

Few_ of us realize the extent to which our 
standard of living is dependent upon food which is 
moderately priced in relation to income. Over a long 
period of time, food has' taken only about 24 percent 
of our spendable personal income. The balance has 
been left. to buy other things — the things which keep 
industry going and employment high. As the Country 
Gentleman said, "Nowhere else in the world has so 
much been left. ... to be used in raising the general 
standard of living." In other countries, by contrast, 
the cost of food accounts for as much as 70 percent of 
the average worker's earnings. Little remains for any- 
thing else — so industry lags and Jiiving standards arc 
Idw. 

The Country Gentleman recommends a two- 
faceted program to assure an ample and permanent 
food suppl/— first, adequate safeguards for farmers, 
and, secondly, conservation of soil and other produc- 
tive resources. The first is being accomplished. The 
second offers a challenge to farmers, and others, to 
prevent the exhaustion and depletion of the land by 
adopting proven farming processes that make for con- 
servation and soil maintenancb. 

To cite a current example, the nation needs 
more meat animals. They furnish food and put ferti- 
lity back in the soil. Meat animals make food of 
grasses, fodders and waste products which are not 
suitable for the human diet. Consumption of meat has 
tended to rise while supplies have tended to decline. 
To achieve greater production we must have fair 
prices to encourage producers. Food is the basis of 
the American economy.
